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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is mantained that the outer periophery of the 
support plate 22 of Girondi obviously engages the inner surface of the filter body 10 since Girondi teaches that "The lower disc 22 has 
apertures 22a in its periphery to provide free passage between the first chamber 31 and third chamber 33." (see lines 41-43 of col. 2). 
Accordingly, the outer periphery of the plate 22 must be in contact with the body 10 because Girondi fails to mention any flow 
therebetween. Alternately, one skilled in the art would substantially eliminate any gap between the plate and body in order to ensure 
maximum flow through the apertures as taught by Girondi. Applicant argues that the drawings of Girondi suggest a gap between the 
outer periphery of the plate and body, however, Applicant should note that patent drawings are not made to scale and cannot be relied 
upon to indicate a gap (see 37 CFR 1.84 (5) (k)) . 
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
